Sri R. LAKSHMINAR&SIMHAM DORA -Sir, 
just a word in support of the motion of Sri Vavilala 
Gopalakrishnaiah, Now. it is not a Bill that i s 
introduced. It is a motion seeking leave to introduce 
a Bill. We have not yet come to the stage of intro- 
ducing a Bill in the House. So Sri Gopalakrishnaiah 
seeking leave of the House to introduce his Bill is only 
a motion to obtain the leave of the Hous^ to introduce 
his Bill. So we shall not have to consider at this stage 
what the Law Minister said, whether the Bill offences 
the rule of anticipation. Sn Gopalaknshnaiah's mo- 
tion may be placed before the House and if the House 
grants him leave, then the question of dealing the Bill 
on its merits, whether it offends a law already m vogue 
or offends any Bill which has already been before the 
House, arises So, now, Sn Gopalakrishnaiah may 
be given leave to introduce his Bill. Further this Bill 
should not be considered as offending the rule of anti- 
cipation. The Bill before the House is for the establish- 
ment of Sn Venkateswara University. Sn Gopala- 
knshnaiah's Bill may be a complementary Bill to that 
Bill There is nothing to say that all the provisions 
of that Bill will be accepted, i. e. that the new Univer- 
sity will be a residential University and an affiliating 
University. Supposing the provisions of affiliation 
are not accepted, then, such provisions in Gopala- 
knshnaiah's Bill will become void. In any view of the 
matter, leave to introduce his Bill may be granted* 
Moreover, the rule of anticipation would not come in 
the way at all For the rule contemplates it only with 
respect to a Bill which has already been passed. Under 
rule 74, when notice of a motion for t asking leave of 
the House to introduce a Bill fcas been gmn to ti*e 
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Speaker, the Speaker's duty is, unless it requires the 
previous sanction of the Governor, to place it before 
the House, to ask it whether leave can be given.

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Sri P. V. B GAJAPATHI RAJU — Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, regarding the University Bill, I am afraid, that, 
as usual, the problem has been converging into an 
aspect of the regional struggle, which has been going 
on m our State since the last six months. That pattern 
it has already taken, to some extent Therefore, it is 
with some amount of delicacy that I have to talk, as 
it is liable that we might get misinterpreted as saying 
things to suit the locality or the area one comes from. 

The necessity for a second University is always 
there, and would be there. We feel, We have discussed 
it carefully in our party. We have tried to follow the 
discussion m the Assembly here, the other day. We 
have gone through all the reports presented and w e 
feel that the best solution at this juncture would be the 
formation of an university at Tirupati, the question 
of affiliation being taken only after two or three years 
after the University has started functioning. We are 
unable to put this point of view effectively* for the 
Opposition has become very noisy and categorical, in 
a large extent. Sri P Venkateswarlu just now wanted 
a mandate or recommendation to the select committee, 
You, Sir. did not accept that proposition. However 
the particular proposition the Opposition has put for 
ward will take the form of party mandate or paity 
opinion. Therefore, we would like to make an adjust- 
ment made in the select committee, that after the new 
university has been formed and it has been successfully 
functioning four or five years, then* the question of 
affiliation may be taken up. We have certain reasons 
*or it. As you know, if Visalandhra is going to be 
formed, the Osmania University will be there. As it 
x s» our Committee Eeport shows that University ig 
getting a numbex of grants* At page 38 of the report 
ij is said that it is getting 41 lakhs as an exceptional 
grant for the" teaching and administrative staff. Of late 
I am afraid, such grants have ceased to be exceptional, 
fberefpre, Sir, if we get Visalandhra* we feel 
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the question of affiliation could be easily solved then, 
The Osmania University is an affiliating and residen- 
tial university, and the Rayalaseema colleges may be 
affiliated to that university. We may presume that 
Visalandhra will be possible in two years. So, in that 
way. we can solve the question of affiliation. 

Here I want to say one, point. I am sure we cannot 
afford to barter away our educational standards with 
our emotion But that is precisely ^what is happen- 
ing now. There is another point, and that is about 
general education. We have two types of education in 
our State, technical education and general education. 
So far as general education is concerned, I believe, 
political parties and individuals can affored to be libe- 
ral in their approach. Mostly the attitude and approach 
of the public towards general education is one oi obtain- 
ing jobs and employment* once education has been 
completed. The whole idea and purpose ot education 
seems to be one of providing jobs for our boys after 
their education is over. So far as general education is 
concerned, tiiere is no danger to the approach we make- 
We can have any number of courses in teaching Phy- 
sics, Chemistry, Botany, Mathematics, Political 
Economy etc. But so far as technical education is 
concerned, Government must be very clear and veiy 
definite about the standard that must be adopted m 
our State. In this technical education a sort ot teelmg 
of regionalism and distnctism has developed. Take 
the question of medical college. It is proposed to 
upgrade the medical college at Guntur. I am here 
digressing a little, as the subject I propose to deal 
may not be strictly relevant to the present Bill, But 
I do so, for, I want to bring to the notice of the people 
that the very same spirit of regionalism and distnctism 
is being brought to play on that question. When we 
do not have facilities for affording relief to poor patients 
ia Guntur Hospital - for. it has got only about 200 
beds-y ou want to havs an upgraded m<?4ical Jugtjtutipni 
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But take the case of the King George Hospital 
at Visakhapatnam You have got all the facilities 
there, and so all the courses m Medicine can be star- 
ted m the Medical College there. But that is not 
favoured. We can as well transfer the Law College 
from Masuhpatam to Guntur — now that the High 
Court is to be located at Guntur. Our law courts 
deal with disputes of property, but the doctors who 
are trained m the medical college have to deal with the 
lives of people* and so they should be given the best 
training possible. Therefore we should be a little more 
careful about medical education. Therefore theie is a 
vast difference between technical education and 
general education. 

So far as this Bill is concerned, we would support 
it to the hilt. For, we feel that it is very necessary 
that we should have a residential university at Tiru- 
pati straightaway. Necessary funds should be granted, 
Here one fact should be noticed. The new university 
requires 18 lakhs grant per annum, while the Andhra 
University gets an annual grant of 7 lakhs. For the 
new university, it is said, m the report, that the 
annual grant should begin with 91 lakhs in the first 
year, and then it should progressively increase to 
&s, x8 lakhs in the fifth and subsequent years for 
recurring expenditure, Supposing Kayalaseema senti- 
ment is to be respected, for everybody supports the 
new university > then, so far as the question of affili- 
ation is concerned it is merely a matter of sentiment. 
The Hon. Education Minister in his opening speech 
said that it is imperative that the Kayalaseema colle- 
ges should be disaffiliated from the Madras University 
&nd brmg them either under the Venkateswara Uni- 
versity or the Andhra University. I iio not know, 
Whyh'e used the word, 'imperative'. I thought that 
after the formation of the Andhra State, the Tamil. 
Andhra feeling has gone, But I see the sentimeht is 
ihm that the layalaseema colleges should i?e dtaafi- 
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liated from the Madras University. If that is a neces. 
8 ity, if it is an imperative necessity, then, let us, in doing 
so, maintain educational standards also and affiliate 
them to the Andhra University, which is already 
functioning, and after theformation of Visalandhra. affi- 
liate the five colleges in Rayalaseema to the Osmania 
University. 

SnC. PULLAREDDI— Sir, on a point of clari. 
fication, Vijayanagaram Raja said that the Rayala- 
seema Colleges can be affiliated to ....May I know what v 
the suggestion of Rajahsahib is ? Does he want the 
Rayalaseema colleges to continue to be affiliated to 
the Madras University, or does he want them to be affi- 
liated to the Andhra University or to the Venk&te- 
swara University « 

Sri P. V. R GUAPATHI RAJU:-It is not usual 
for one to be cross-examined. I think I made it clea • 
in my speech. I said it rests with the ''imperative ' 
need said by the Hon Minister for Education m hi3 
opening speech. I am very clear about it in my mind. 
The colleges in Rayalaseema districts should be affili 
ated to our own universities, the Andhra University 
or the Venkateswara University. But to maintain 
proper educational standards, it would be far safer to 
affiliate them Andhra University and later on, two or 
three years hence to the Venkateswara University. 
For we have not yet started that university. To think 
of any such thing even now, would be like a man 
thinking what name he should give his child, when 
he had not settled even of which women he should ma- 
rry. (Laughter) The position of the new University 
is rather not bright. For in the report it is said that 
a sum of Rs, 124 lakhs should be provided within the 
first five years for capital' expenditure. Then, grants 
beginning with 91 laklis in the fiTst year and progre. 
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ssively increasing to Rs. 18 lakhs in the fifth and sub. 
sequent years should be made available for annual 
recurring expenditure. My point is first, guarantee 
your 18 lakhs for maintenance and then think of affi- 
liating the Rayalaseema colleges to the Venkateswara 
University. In the meantime, Visalandhra will be 
formed and we can then think of affiliating them to 
the Osmania University. Meanwhile do not make 
regionalism and districtism to bring to bear on educa- 
tional matters There is no lacuna in my mind. If 
you want to separate yourself from the Madras Uni- 
versity, do so, and affiliate yourself to the Andhra 
University and not to a non-existing University.
